Claims 

Amend claim 1 as follows: 

1. (currently amended) In a skid base for a resin building, the skid base having a deck 
with top and bottom sides, and front, rear, right, left and sides between the top and 
bottom sides, the skid base being adapted to mount walls of a building structure that 
extend above and enclose the top side of the deck, and the skid base having at least 
two runners that are generally parallel and spaced apart and extend beneath the deck, 
each runner having a bottom side to support the deck above a support surface, the 
improvement wherein the runners and the deck are molded in one piece so as to be 
integral with one another, and wherein the runners and deck have openings in their 
bottom sides that open downwardly, wherein at least one of the bottom openings -in the 
deck- receives a weight that is retained within said at least one bottom opening by a 
cover fastened to the skid base so as to essentially close off said at least one bottom 
opening from the bottom. 
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Amend claim 12 as follows: 

12. (original) The improvement of claim 1, wherein indicators are molded into the skid 
base along sides of the base to indicate where threaded fasteners -are- [may be] 
inserted into the sides of the base to fasten wall panels to the base. 

Amend claim 14 as follows: 

14. (currently amended) In a skid base for a resin building, the skid base having a deck 
with top and bottom sides, and front, rear, right, left and sides between the top and 
bottom sides, the skid base being adapted to mount walls of a building structure that 
extend above and enclose the top side of the deck, and the skid base having at least 
two runners that are generally parallel and spaced apart and extend beneath the deck, 
each runner having a bottom side to support the deck above a support surface, the 
improvement wherein the runners and the deck are molded in one piece so as to be 
integral with one another, and wherein the runners and deck have openings in their 
bottom sides that open downwardly, -wherein threaded fasteners are disposed in sides 
of the skid base which fasten the walls to the skid base, and- wherein indicators are 
molded into the skid base along - said - sides [of the base] to indicate [where] -the 
location of the- threaded fasteners [may be inserted into the sides of the base to fasten 
wall panels to the base], wherein adjacent the locations of the indicators, bosses are 
molded into the runners that provide fastening points for wear plates that cover the 
bottom sides of the runners. 
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Reasons for Allowance 


2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application claims specific aspects that are not found in the prior art 
nor is the prior art combinable to reach the claims specific limitations. Independent 
claim 1 of the application contains limitations directed to openings in the bottom of the 
base and covers that retain weights in the openings. The prior art does not disclose 
weights being attached to the bottom of a skid base within an opening and retained by a 
cover. 

The combination of the claimed elements and there placement on the skid base 
are such that the prior art does not disclose nor teach the combination. Specifically, the 
limitations directed to the threaded fasteners being disposed in sides of the skid base 
which fasten the walls to the skid base, with indicators that are molded into the skid 
base along the sides to indicate the location of the threaded fasteners, and those 
indicators being adjacent bosses in the runners that provide fastening points for wear 
plates that cover the bottom sides of the runners.
